Hedid with thankfulnefſe own 
the Reſolutions of the Parliament in reſtoring the 
Members that were impriſoned, and in ordering 
their Gates, Portcullices, Poſts and Chains to be - 
ſet upat the publike charge of the State. That 
the Confidence the Parliament fut in the City 
would not be miſplaced, nor their expeQation fru- 
ſtrated: Thatthe City did congratulate the happy 
return of the Parliament: That they found ſome . 
'perſons fora Monarchicall, ſome for a Common- 
wealth, and fome' for no'government at all: the 
. aſt they did alkſkorre; for the other, they would 
not preſume t5 direct, but ſhould acquieſce in, and 
ſubmit to the determinations of Parliament. And 
concluded with an humble deſire,that the Militia of
